Cattle Hilled 


It was another hour and a half

hole was cut in the trailer were 
reported roaming near the scene 
of the crash today. 


A minister from Arizona, whose 


name was not learned, crawled 
under the wrecked cab and ad- 
ministered aid to the Karr boy 
until workers could "free him.

Hearing Told U. S. Has 'Shoe 
String' Air Force, Russia's 
Jet Plane Engines Superior 


WASHINGTON — (AP)— 


Gen. Hoyt Vandenberg testi- 
fied today the United States 
is operating with a "shoe 
string" air force and cannot 
afford to throw all of its 
power into bombing of Man- 
churia. 


The air force chief of staff 


told the senate armed serv- 
ices and foreign relations 
committee he concurred in 
the orders to Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur not to bomb north 
of the Yalu river—the border 
between Korea 
and Man- 


churia*. 


Then Vandenberg added: 


Against Bombing Now 


"While I was and am today 


against bombing across the Yalu, 
it does not mean by any stretch 
of the imagination that I might 
not be for it tomorrow, a month 
from now, or six months from 
now." 


Vandenberg, testifying at the 


inquiry into MacArthur's dismis- 
sal, also told the senators: 


1. The Russian-built MIG-15

House Okays 
New Method of

SPRINGFIELD, (AP)—A new' 


method of fixing downstate prop- 
erty tax ceilings was approved to- 
day by the Illinois house. A vote 
of 125 to 1 advanced the bill to the 
senate.

would set their own tax ceilings 
instead of having the legislature 
do it. School districts arc not in- 
cluded in the bill.

Federation of Illinois, the Illinois 
Municipal League, and the Illinois 
Education Association. 


Cities, counties and many other 


governmental units are limited on 
properly taxes by the Hodge for- 
mula, which was enacted in 1917 
«nd expire* at the «nd or 1952,

would destroy or lay waste to all 
of Manchuria and the principal 
cities of China." 


Would Not Be Effective 


But this would involve losses, 


he went on, adding -that he docs 
not believe such bombings would 
be effective unless the air force's 
full power were used. 


The disclosure about Russian jet 


planes came when Senator Russell 
(D-Ga) asked Vandenberg: 


"General, we hear quite a bit 


about the jets that are flying from 
Manchurian 
bases, 
and which 


sometimes have come, in contact 
with our own jet fighters. 


"Some of the news accounts that 


I have read state that those jets, 
which are Russian, and I believe 
they call them MIG's, are faster 
than our .jets, and are superior 
planes. I would like to have you 
comment on that." 


Still .Have Advantage 


Vandenberg replied: 
"The indication is, Mr. Chair- 


man, that they have a Jet engine 
in the MIG 15 that is superior to 
any jet engine that we have to- 
day. 


"Our training is supcriior and 


our gunnery control In the aircraft 
is superior, which gives us an ad- 
vantage, even though they have 
the advantage of speed and climb 
and opcratoins at altitude."

Red Resistance 
Stiffens as UN 
Forces Advance 


TOKYO, (AP)—Communist re 


Distance stiffened today as United 
Nations troops pushed deeper into 
Red Korea after taking the war's 
greatest bag of prisoners. 


But Lt. Gen. James A. Van 


Fleet said the 'Chinese Commu- 
nists had lost their nerve and re- 
treated when they couldn't crack 
the U. S. Second division. 


"He (tho enemy) lost his nerve. 


He just quit and hauled out," ad- 
ded the U. N. ground commander. 


U. S. Eighth army headquarters 


announced 3,000 Reds surrendered 
Sunday. Another 2,000 were tak- 
en last week. 


Caught In Trap. 


Most of the 5,000 word captured 


in a great box-like trap, 25 miles 
across and 10 miles deep. 
The 


lid of the trap is the Hwachon res- 
ervoir with U. N. forces anchored 
at each side in Inja and Hwachon. 
Both are in North Korea. 


U. N. forces drove new prongs 


Monday across the 38th parallel, 
already punctured at half a dozen 
points.

emy was subjected since tho start 
of their last offensive, the rapid 
pursuit by U. N. forces which cut 
off large pockets of the enemy, 
and the Reds' lack of food, and 
disallusionmcnt." 


Reds abandoned huge stores of

Allows CBS to 
Go Ahead With 
Color Process 
Columbia Says 
It's Ready to 
Begin Telecasts 
WASHINGTON — (AP)^- 


The supreme court 
today 


cleared the way for color 
television 'to invade the black 
and white field. 


The high tribunal upheld 


Federal Communications com- 
mission approval of Columbia 
Broadcasting System's highly 
controversial color TV plan. 


Justice Black delivered the 8-1 


opinion, rejecting an appeal by the 
Radio Corporation of America. 
RCA's competing TV color system 
was turned down by the FCC when 
it approved the CBS plan. 


One Dissenter 


Justice Frankfurter dissented 


from the majority opinion which 
represented the views of Chief Jus- 
Lice Vinson and Justices Reed. 
Douglas. Jackson. Burton, Clark 
and Minton in addition to Black. 


RCA charged the FCC had abus- 


ed its discretion and was arbitrary 
and capricious in giving its OK to 
CBS. 


The complaint was taken to the 


high tribunal after a special three- 
judge federal district court in Chi- 
cago upheld FCC by a 2-2 vote. 


RCA's appeal stressed that CBS 


color is "incompatible" with pres- 
ent TV receiving sets. That means 
today's sets cannot get Columbia 
color telecasts—even in black and 
white—without Installing addition- 
al equipment. An adapter to get 
a black and white picture has been 
estimated to cost $50. A conver- 
ter to get CBS color on today's 
sets has been estimated to cost 
$100. 


No Sets Ready 


RCA color telecasts would show 


in black and white on present sets. 
But government lawyers told th* 
supreme court no receiver now in 
use could ever get RCA color pic- 
tures, 


CBS, the commission, and Philip 


B. Perlman. solicitor general of 
the United Staes, joined In defend- 
ing the FCC action before the high 
court. They said FCC's study of 
the case was the longest in Its his- 
tory. They urged the court not t« 
substitute Its judgment for that of 
and administrative agency. 


Majority Opinion 


Agreeing with CBS and, the 


FCC, Black said the supreme court" 
majority felt the lower court had 
not "misapprehended or misapplied 
the proper judicial standard" in 
upholding the FCC order. 


RCA had criticized the spinning, 


mechanical color disk used on 
present CBS color receivers. But 
CBS attorneys said their firm ia 
developing a tri-color tube which 
will eliminate the disk. 


CBS officials have said they 


were ready to begin color telecasts 
and several firms were ready t< 
make sets to receive CBS color, il 
.he supreme court approved ttw 
FCC action.

Jacoby on Canasta 


Our Expert Freezes the Pack 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


In our last article we watched a 


Canasta expert begin the play of 
a hand. Now we look again to 
see how the play has developed. 


The player to the right has just 


made the initial meld from his 
hand. He has melded: 


Joker-K-K-K. 8-8-2. 
Both sides need 120 points, the 


discard pile has grown to a hefty 
size, and our hero holds the fol- 
lowing cards after he has drawn 
a card: 


A-A, 
K-K-K, Q-Q. 8, 4-4, 2-2. 


Our expert can make the count 


of 120 points if he wishes to do 
so. He would have to meld. 


A-A-2, K-K-K, Q-Q-2. 
This would leave him with an 


eight and a pair of fours, with a 
discard still to be made. 


Does he do so? 
No. He is unlikely to make a 


canasta in kings considering the 
fact that the other side has al- 
ready melded three kings. The 
aces and queens are 'a sheer gam- 
ble, so it doesn't seem likely that 
a canasta can be made 
very 


quickly. 


In the absence of a good play 


for a fast out, our expert doesn't 
want to reduce his hand so sharp- 
ly. 


If he doesn't meld he must, of 


course, discard. What should he 
throw? 


Kings and eights are out of the 


question. 
Anything 
else 
may 


give the pile away to the next 


player if that worthy has 
a 


matching pair or even just one 
matching card and a wild card. 


The only possible course is to 


discard a deuce, thus freezing the 
pack. This gives up the count, 
of course, but it is better to give 
up the 
count ' temporarily (or 


even permanently) than to give 
up a large pack. 


Now our expert can probably 


discard kings safely. 
He should 


be safe for the next three rounds 
at least, after * which the play 
will probably indicate additional 
safe plays. 


It is unlikely that the other side 


can make a canasta and go out 
because their kings are hopeless 
and the eights are none too prom- 
ising. 
There is a .very 
good 


chance that our expert can keep 
discarding safely until his side 
wins the discard pile. That will 
probably win the whole game, con- 
sidering the size of the pack and 
the fact that both sides are in the 
120-polnt range. '

Tax BiU May Be Delayed in 
House, Senate Until Augusts

WASHINGTON, (AP) —Death 


and taxes are always certain and 
a boost in your income tax this 
year seems pretty certain, too. 


But there can't be any boost 


'til congress passes a bill to put 
it through. And congress still is 
months away from doing that. 


At this moment there's feeling 


in the house that the boost ought 
to be a flat 12% per cent on every- 
one. 


But that may be changed, up or 


down, when the full house acts 
and, after that, when the senate 
goes to work on it 


Asks Higher Taxes 


It was last Feb. 2 when Presi- 


dent Truman sent congress a mes- 
sage askig for higher taxes to 
pay for re-arming. 


On Feb. 5 the house ways and 


means committee, which always 
has the job of starting the ball 
rolling on taxes, began public 
hearings to let all sides have their 
say, including government ex- 
perts. 


The committee finished its hear- 


ings early in April. 
Then for 


weeks the members, with the help 
of staff experts, met behind closed 
doors to figure out what a higher 
tax should be. 


That committee finished 
its 


work last Friday. 
Now its ex- 


perts will have to draw up a bill, 
containing the ideas of the com- 
mittee members. That may take 
a couple of weeks. 


Then the bill will go to the full 


house for debate and vote. That 
may not be over until around the 
end of June. 


Sot for Angtnt 


Not until then will the senate 


begin work. Its finance commit- 
tee will start hearings after the 


full house has voted. Those hear- 
ings may last four to six weeks. 


That will bring the whole busi- 


ness up to August or into August 
And after that the members of 
the senate's finance committee, 
with their staff of experts, will 
meet to decide what they think 
the tax should be. More weeks 
taken up. Then their experts will 
draw up a bill. 


Then the senate 
committee's 


bill wJll go up to the full senate 
for debate and vote. The senate 
doesn't act fast, and since there's 
no limit on senate debate, more 
weeks may go by. 


Once the house and senate have 


both voted, more time will be used 
up ironing out their differences 
until both can agree on a single 
bill. 


So, all' in all, that tax increase 


isn't likely before some time Jin 
the fall.

Reviews the Criminal Record of Arizona Labor 
Leader to Prove AFL Is Hospitable to Gangsters

TUCSON, Ariz., May 27—Ralph Howard Alsup, the president of 


the central labor council of the American Federation of Labor for 
Clark county, which includes Las Vegas, and vice president of the 


Nevada State Federation of Labor, is a criminal 
unioneer of the most dangerous type. He is now 
on $10,000 bail during his appeal from a jury ver- 
dict which held him guilty of shooting Ray Folsom, 
a terrorized rank-and-file painter, because Folsom 
went to a union hall above a gambling house t J 
intercede peacefully in favor of a friend who had 
been brought up on" charges within the union. This 
crimtj was committed on Dec. 3, 1949. Folsom was 
explaining that situation to three officials of the 
Painters' union when Alsup,''whose • home union 
is not the Painters' but the Plumbers' union, but- 
ted in, slugged him with a gun-butt and then shot 


him in the side of his body. In the trial, last March, Folsom testi- 
fied that James King, the business agent of the Painters' union, 
shouted to Alsup to get out, and pointed the way for him to escape. 
Folsom said he saw Alsup stop and pick out of the plaster on the^ 
wall the bullet which had passed through his body. 
? 


Alsup has a long criminal record. He rules the unfortunate sub- 


jects of his domain by physical terror and by persecution within the 
corrupt circle of the unions, which he controls with the active con- 
nivance of powerful Nevada politicians. Roger Foley, the district 
attorney of Clark county, who conducted the prosecution, obtained a 
report from thq _record clerk of the Texas prison system at Hunts- 
ville, .Texas, stating that Alsup served two years there for help- 
ing a prisoner to escape from a state reformatory, and later served 
:hree more prison terms concurrently for robbery with firearms, 
burglary and grand" larceny. The interval between his release after 
serving his two-year .term and his return to Huntsville was only 1 
months. The-second time he went to Huntsville he was under a 
tence of 25 years for the armed robbery but was let go in August, 
L940 after serving eight years and two months. The term used by 
J. C. Roberts, the record clerk to define the condition of Alsup's re- 
ease was "reprieve of sentence." Three years later, in August, 1943, 
Alsup got a "conditional pardon." 


In Las Vegas he has a reputa- 


;ion as thug. While awaiting trial 
for 
shooting Folsom 
he 
was 


charged with assaulting a business 
man with his fists while "exhibit- 
ng" a pistol, and with carrying a 
concealed weapon. The jury found 
him not guilty of assault, although 
t was obvious from the facts that 
he called oft the man looking for 
trouble. The juries disagreed in 
the trials of the other two charges, 
brandishing the gun'and carrying 
a concealed weapon, and they were 
dropped. The business man's only 
weapon was a rock which he 
>icked up to defend himself. Alsup 
lad gone to a refrigerating plant 
o set up a picket line because 
le said the business man had not 
>aid overtime to an employe whr 
md worked on a Saturday. The 
,-ictim of the incident explained 
hat the employe had asked for a 
day off during the working week 
and had agreed to make it up on 
Saturday at straight time. 


Under Nevada law an ex-convict 
o carries a gun is guilty of a 


'elony, but Robert A. Jones, the 
district attorney at the time, held 
hat Alsup had received a full par- 
don and restitution of all the rights 
if citizenship. Therefore, even if 
te were guilty of carrying a con- 
cealed weapon without a permit, 
lis offense would be only a mis- 
demeanor. This gun-case occurred 
in-Aug. 21, 1950, while Alsup was 
waiting trial for the Folsom 
hooting. 
In February of this year, about 
ne month before Alsup was con- 
victed of shooting Folsom, he was 
.rrested again, charged with 'dis- 
rderly conduct for slugging John 
McCarthy in two affrays in one 
light in two gambling houses. 
This seems to have been a drunk- 
n rampage. At one stage of his 
ocal criminal career a Catholic 
iriest interceded to dissuade per- 
ons who knew about his record in 
Texas from publishing the facts 


on the ground that his wife and 
four children would suffer. Later 
the Alsups were divorced. 


In September, 1950, while he 


was awaiting trial for shootinj 
Folsom, Alsup was appointed 
delegate to the national conven- 
tion of the American Federation 
of Labor. This event is gangsters 
old home week, for there Is no so- 
cial or official aversion to crimi- 
nals in the higher, or lower, cir- 
cles of the A. F. of L. At one such 
convention in New Orleans David 
Dubinsky was badly beaten by Joe 
Fay, an international vice-presi- 
dent of the operating engineers' 
union, dominated by a gang ol 
criminal conspirators, because Du- 
binsky had announced that he was 
going to offer a resolution which 
would exclude crooks like Fay 
from the higher councils. Fay, a 
henchman of Frank Hague, the 
boss of the corrupt New Jersey 
Democratic machine, later was 
convicted in the city of New York 
by Vincent O'Connor, a brilliant 
young assistant to Frank Hogan, 
the district attorney, and sent tr' 
prison for ten years. 


When Fay went to trial on 


charges of Income tax fraud, the 
case was assigned to Thomas 
Francis Meaney and the prosecu- 
tion was handled in such a fla- 
grant manner that Tom Clark, the 
attorney general of the United 
States at that time, condemned 
the prosecution as a "—damned 
outrage." But Clark never pun- 
ished anyone for the outrage, 
is now a justice of the supreme 
court. 


These facts are reviewed to em- 


phasize the fact that the American 
Federation of Labor is hospitable 
to criminals of the worst type as 
union executives and that the 
Roosevelt and Truman administra- 
tions have maintained a notorious 
alliance with the criminal Institu- 
tion of unionism.

ut the rights are there. 


Got Shake Up 


Home life In Britain got a tre- 


mendous shaking up during the 
ast world war. There was very 
ttle domestic help available. The 
csult was that the housewife not 
nly had to do all her own work 
ut had to spend long hours stand- 
ing in line to buy necessities. 


The men—to give the lads due 


credit—recognized that this was 
tough on the women folk 
and 


jumped in to help with household 
duties. These days the mighty 
male even takes a hand at wash- 
ing dishes—that is, a lot of the 
men do. 


Still, while there 
have been 


these striking changes, it's true 
that man contiues to rule the 
roost, so to speak—or thinks he 
does. Anyway, he is 
accorded 


many of those diet 
courtesies 


which please his 
ego 
without 


hurting the womenfolk. 


The term slavery Is relative — 


but present day English 'women 
can mark great gains in "free- 
dom" during recent years.

By Winter Cold 


CHAMPAIGN, (AP)—Crops on 


Illinois farms may escape serious 
damage from the European corn 
borer this year, the University of 
Illinois and Illinois Natural His- 
:ory Survey reports. 


In the first of a series of weekly 


reports on the situation, Dr. G. C. 
Decker, entomologist for the uni- 
'ersity and the survey, said that 
'corn borer infestations through- 
out the state are generally much 
ighter than those prevailing1 in 
1949 
and 1950." 


"It is quite improbable that the 


first generation borer infestation 
ivill be either extensive or severe," 
he added. 


"At the present time the num- 


bers of borers and pupae in corn 
ields preparing to emerge as adult 
egg-laying 
moths in the next 


month cannot be more than one 
eighth what it was a year ago, 


"Generally speaking, the situa- 


ion is not threatening, although it 
s quite possible the overall corn 
borer population in the state may 
how an upward trend by Septem- 
ber." 


He explained that surveys last 


September showed that the borer 
iopulation going into hibernation 
,'as only about a fifth of what it 
lad been in the fall of 1949. 


Many of the hibernating borers 


t-ere killed by winter, he added. 
The university and the survey 


;ad set up a statewide system of 
eporting 
the 
devolpment 
and 


easonal progress of borers. They 
vill make control recommenda- 
ions as necessary. 
The first weekly summary said: 
"Corn planting during the early 


iart of May was somewhat behind 
vhat it was a year ago and defl- 
litely lower than it was in. 1949. 
Borer development is progressing 
onsiderably ahead of last year's 
chedule, and it now appears prob- 
able that only the very earliest 
ilanted corn will need to be spray- 
id. 


"Corn borer population is pro- 


gressing from south to north, with 
mpation nearing completion in the 
ixtreme southern counties and well 
larted in the northern half of the 
state.

TOKYO, (AP)—Red China has 


announced it is taking over Tibet 
—under the guise of a treaty of 
"liberation." 


The Peipinp radio in a broad- 


cast heard here said the terms 
provide for Red Chinese control of 
Tibet's defense, 
foreign affairs 


and trade. 


The Chinese Red Army invaded 


the lofty Himalayan land of the 
Buddhist Lamas (priests) last Oc- 
tober. 
Tibet's raK-tap troops 


were routed in Eastern Tibet with- 


out putting up a major fight but 
the Chinese were unable to take 
Lhasa, the capital. 


The treaty announced with much 


fanfare by Peiping Sunday prom- 
ised to establish 
the Panchen 


Lama in power. But the broad- 
cast hinted clearly at a partition 
of Tibet. It said also that the 
status and power of the Dalai 
Lama would continue unchanged.

with tuberculosis, said Miss L. H. 


Pugh, "Mutsuyukl Kochi, D. W. 
Weiss, and Vincent Groupc. 


In test-tube experiments, It hits 


strains of TB germs that had be- 
come resistant to streptomycin 
and to neomyncin. It was more ac- 
tive against these resistant bug.-, 
than to strains that were sensitive 
to streptomycin and neomycin, 
they said. 


A big problem in treating TB is 


that sooner or later streptomycin 
and other drugs lose their punch. 
The germs become resistant. The 
new drug may help by controlling 
the new- kind of germs that ap- 
pear.
